On the death at Pekin of the Teshoo 
Lama, who had proceeded on a religious 
visit to the Emperor of China, his brother 
Sumllur Lama, under some alarm, fed to : 
Nepau!, taking with him a considerable 
quantity of treasure. ‘Phis man excited 
the avarice of the Goorkali, by a dese 
cription of the measures of the Chincse 
empire, and an expedition towards Lehassa 
returned loaded with plunder about the 
year 1785. In 1782 anodher expedition, 
marching with eXtreme svcrcy and rae 
pidity, suddenly appeated at Desercheh, 
the seat of the Leshoo Lama, (interior in 
religious rank to the Delai Lama of 
Lehassa), and plandered it of the accu= 
wulated treasnre of ages. The Lama ese 
cuped with difBculty across the Barham- 
pooters and sent intelligence of the event 
te the Court of China. The borders of 
‘Partary, contiguous to Lehasst, turnished 
a force amnpiy sufcient for the occasion, 
ant (hey marched dircer for Degarcheh, 
from whence the Nepaul troops had 
retired, and were pursued by the Ciincse 
army, which penetrated to the capital of 
Nepaul, and coinpelling the Goorkali to 
acknowledge himself (ributary to (he 
Znperor Kien Long, thus brought the 
frontier of the Chinese empire into con= 
t ict with the British dominions. A letter 
tom the Deta: bama to bord Cornwailis 
announced the object of the armament,- 
axd another from the Gaaorkali solicited 
sapport. Lord Cornwallis determined on: 
neutrality, but offered his mediation, 
through an envoy. The conquest wag 
e!Fected before the envoy could be dise* 
patched ; but it was still considered exe 
pedient that be should proceed for the 
purpose of endcavouring to open a friendly 
commercial intercourse, aad to obtain 
more correct information respecting a 
state of “which we had hitherto possessed 
little kuowledge, beyond the single fact 
of its geographical extent along the linuts 
of our own frontier. The amount of the 
information obtained is co unprised in the 
volume before us, and if it had been

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AMERICAN GRATITUDE.—Among the list of cap- 
v… tures reported at Lloyd's Coffce-hoyse, there is a large 
West Índiam,.n sair to be taken ‘in thé Chops of the 
Channel, by sa American privateer called the Wilson 


Croker, . This vessel has done a great deal of mischief 
in the Bristol Channel; she isa fast sailer, and carries 
a Duinber of guns, though of small calibre, the usual 
practice when the ships are either crazy or crank, It 
is therefore to be hoped she will not have a long run. 

The following is truly vexatious:—If the informa- 
tion is correct, it is assuredly in direct violation of the 
pacific and friendly relations existing between France 
and England. We have no doubt the Duke of Wel- 
lingtou will take up the subject in a proper manner. — 
‘+ Paris, Sept. 5.—The True Blonded Yankee, Ameri- 
can privateer, has been complêtely refitted for sea, 
witha piched crew of 200 men, and sailed from Brest 
on the 2lst inst. Her destination is supposed for the 
Bristol Channel. Her orders are to sivk, burn, and 
destroy, and not to capture with the intention of car- 
rying any vessel into port” 

The Mary, arrived on the 23d, at Greenock, from 
Quebec, which she left on the 31st ult. brings some ac= 
counts of General Drummond entering Fort Erie, with 
900 men; and that the Fort exploded, and 600 of our 
troops were blown ioto the air; the other 300 were 
taken prisvners. 

Commodore Barney's flotilla, though much supe- 
rior to our fotilla, did not wait an attack, but as soon 
as our boats appeared, was set on fire, and the whole 
(ene excepted, which we took) was burnt. ‘The ene- 
my’s force by land was superior to the one that beat it, 
in the proportion of five to one—and they were fresh, 
and unfatigued by long marches, plentifully supplied 
with provisions, and intbe heart of their reinforce- 
ments. d 

In the neighbourhood of Uxbridge, an engine was 

tried on the 19th ult. against some fir trees. The expe- 
riments were curious. Jt is intended to be used against 
ships; one discharge will cripplie any vessel uader 
weigh, by instantly burning the ropes, sails, &c.— 
Two glohes of fire were shot ata tall tree at several 
hundred yards distance, to which they clung, and 
burut with great fury; on the Sth discharge, the burst- 
iug of the engine delayed the completion of the expe- 
riments. 
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In the statistical work of Dr. Colquhoun the con- 
quests made by Great Britain since 1792, are estimat-, 
ed at 106,000,0001. whereof 87,000,0001. are restored 
by the Treaty of Paris. : 

Since the conimencement of the War, there have 
been taken ships and other floating property worth 
50,000,0001. or 60,000,0001, 

The sane author computes the population of the 
British Empire, after being rednced 1,500,000 by 
Cessions, at 59,655,000 souls. The Company's posses- 
sions, in the Kast tudies he reckons at 40,058,000 : of 
whom 25,000, or the one sixteenth hundredth part ure 
Britons. 

The oldest Jesuit in the world is at present living at 
Perugia, in the States of the Church. This is Father 
Albert de Mautanro. He is 126 years of age, and 
took the vows of his Order on the 2d February, 1724.

been sigued with America. Had any such 
intesligence been received by Government, 
it would have been officially notified to the 
Lord Mayor. 

We have received some more Quebec Pa. 
pers to the 3lst of August. ‘Tney inform 
us, that no further operations had taken 
place since the uufortunate result of the at 
tack upon Fort Erie. Our army received 
considerable reinforcements svon after the 
attack, and it was supposed another attempt 
would be made, Itis conjectured that the 
explosion, which gavesuch a fatal turn to 
the fortunes of the attack, resulted from a 
preconcerted design of the enemy. The 
number of missing or prisoners can in no 
other way be accuunted for, than by assum. 
ing that the encmy was prepared to take 
advantage of the circumstance; and that they 
had done so to the utmost extent, iu spite of 
the facilities which a night attack might afford 
for escape, is, we are sorry to be of opinion, 
too evident. 

The private letters from America state, 
that so little expectatiun was entertained of 
our Succeeding against the capital, that no- 
thing valuable had been removed. The loss of 
peblie property is estimated’ at 39 millions 
of dollars—=between seven and eight millions 
sterling. 

It seems the Americans had not the least 
apprehension that when the English landed 
they would attack their army, which covered 
the city of Washington.—But Colonel Thorn. 
ton observing an interval between their artil. 
lery and advanced guard, communicated the 
advantageous opportunity to General Ross, 
who instantaneously ordvred the attack.” 
The Americans gave three cheers, and received 
‚them with the appearance of coolness, dis- 
charging their pieces with a well.directed 
fire; but a sudden panic struck them, from 
the manner in which the British rushed for. 
ward. They conccived, no doubt, that the 
whole army was advancing ; and they turned 
„and fled with the utmost precipitation, But 
few of them were killed ; a number of fusils 
were found which had been thrown away.

CFrom our Correspondents.)—Gentlemen. 
— We have conversed with Mr. Bayley, Unie 
ted States mail.contractor, who has been at 
Washington till this day. Ie states, that all 
Public buildings are destroyed by the enemy 
except the General Postoffice, which was 
preserved by mistake, the sign having been 
taken down, and the office mistaken for a 
private building. The Navy Yard was des. 
troyed by our own troops.—Admiral Cock. 
burn said he was glad of it, as it saved him 
the trouble. 

The troops amounted to 6,000 men, com. 
mauded by Mujor-General Ross, whose horse 
was shot under him by persons in Mr. Gat. 
latin’s house. ‘The Geueral then ordered the 
house to be immediately burnt.—All private 
property was respected; and two soldiers 
caught plenderings—received - one hundred 
lashes each. The soldiers were posted outside 
the city 5 and when they set fire to thc build. 
ings, small parties of them were marched in 
to perform the service. The soldiers are of 
all nations, and, (to use the words of our 
informant) < the most hellish looking fellows 
that ever trod God’s earth.” After the pub. 
lic buildings were destroyed, Cockburn 
mounted a small grey horse, and rode about: 
the city. He met Mr. Bayley, and asked him 
for the printing-office of Mr. Gales, and said 
he must destroy it, as his friend Gales had 
told some tough stories about hin. Mr. B. 
said he wasa stranger in the city, and did 
not know the office. Two citizens coming 
up, Cockburn enquired of them for the office. 
They equivocated. He said, < shew me the 
Office, or [ will seize you” It was then 
pointed out, le ordered it to be burnt. 
Two ladies in adjacent houses came out, to 
prevent burning the office, stating their build. 
ings would fall, Cockburn courteously re. 
plied, “* they need not be alarmed—they 
should rest as quiet under his administration 
as Mr. Madiísou’s.”’ He countermanded the 
order, and sent a large file of soldiers to strip 
tbe office, which they did, and carried off the 
presses and types. 

Mr. Bayley further states, that when he 
left Washington, the enemy were retiring, and 
it was supposed they would re.embark for 
some other place. He was confident they 
would not march to the assault of Baltimore 
by land. 

The whole force of the British is supposed 
to be destined for this city by embarkation, 
Yoar’s, &c.
